








































































































ITALIAN PAINTING 

To Tuscany (Florence and 
Siena), to Umbria and to Venice, 
on the whole are due the really 
creative forces of Italian paint¬ 
ing. The Florentines developed 
fresco and devoted their genius 
to the expression of thought by 
scientific design. The Venetians 
perfected oil painting and set 
forth the glory of the world as 
it appeals to the imagination and 
the senses. More allied to the 
Tuscan than to the Venetian 
spirit, the Umbrian masters pro¬ 
duced a style of genuine origin¬ 
ality. With the rest of Italy, if 
we except Padua, the birth-place 
of Mantegna, and Parma, the citj" 
of Correggio, we do not find what 
we find in Tuscany, in Umbria 
and in Venice—a definitive qual¬ 
ity native to the district and 
culminating in a few men of com¬ 
manding genius.

In some cases the dates of birth or death are inevitably conjectural. When the 
letters A. or Sc. follow a name, this implies that the artist was an architect or 
sculptor besides being a painter. An arrow indicates a direct relation between 
master and scholar; a broken line indicates an artistic influence or connection 
between masters.
